The downfalls; of the minority 
governments centre around three 
controversial issues: should Cana- 
da have a "distinctive flag" or 
retain the red ensign; should 
Canada join the Organization of 
American States; and should the 
voting age be lowered to include 
those between 18 and 21? 

.These issnes not only split the 
Hme political dnbsracross Cana- 
da',' but also split memberships in 
Liberal and PC clubs. "Politics 

doth make strange bedfellows". 

For example, Bishop's Liberal 
government's speech from the 
throne established the red ensign 
as Canada'^ national flag. At the 
Eastern Ontario Institute of Tech- 
nology all but 3 PC's (Including 
the PC Prime Minister) and 3 
Liberals (Including the Liberal 
Lender) voted for the adoption 
of tlie red ensign. St. Mary's 
Liberals, on the other hand, iiave 



called for a new and distinctive 
flag.

Mirza obtained over 50 per 
cent of the vote in a tluree-man 
race with the heaviest balloUnfi 
in years. 

A total of 4,070 students voted, 
just slightly under 50 per cent 
of the student body. 

Ed Boulter, B.Sc. 3, was elected 
Vice-President of the StudenU' 
Society in a hotly-contested race. 
He obtained a majority of. 138 
votes. 

Carolyn Tincombe, B.Sc. 3, was 
elected President of the Wo- 
men's Athletic Association, and 
in that position will sit on Coun- 
cU. 

Mirza obtained 2,019 votes; Tim 
Brodhead, 1,268; and Joel Bell 
687. Ninety-six ballots were in- 
validated. 

In tlie Vice-Presidential race, 
Boulter obtained 1,255 ballots; 
Kobert Haaclc, 1,117; Ron Berger. 
S70; and Ian Craln, 389. Declared 
void were 216 ballots, a compar- 
atively large number.

za said. "I assure each and every 
student that I shall use all my 
energies, experience and abili- 
ties to serve the needs of the 
Students' Sodety, all of them".

Residential reorganization 

He proposed a reorganization 
of the Inter-Residential Council 
so that complaints could be 
channeled to the Principal 
through the Students' Society 
President It would also improve 
organization and co-ordination 
between the various residences, 
both male and female. 

"I sincerely believe," he said, 
"in a personal, friendly approach 
to almost all problems, and I 
would welcome any student who 
would wish to discuss any prob- 
lems concerning the Students' 
Society," 

Boulter stronifly criticized "the 
partisanship of undergraduate 
bulletins such as the Plumber's 
Pot and the Balance Sheet." Hav- 
ing won, he said, "I feel I can 
freely express my opinion 
against this". 

"I would also lllce to thank," 
he said, "the 95 engineers who 
had the foresight to look for 
something other than the candi- 
date's faculty." 

"Next year I will do all in my 
power to assure that injustices" 
such as those committed by the 
imdergraduate bulletins "are 
eliminated to insure more demo- 
cratic Students' Society elec- 
tions". ■

Genesis 

The creation of Pakistan re- 
presents the assertion of the 
Aluslinu of the Indian Subconti- 
nent that ideologically, histori- 
cally and culturally they are 
a separate entity. Despite cen- 
turies of living together, the 
Muslims and the Hindus failed 
to achieve an identity of outlool; 
because their differences were 
too basic to be compromised. The 
retention of a separate entity by 
Muslims resulted in bi-nationa- 
lism. Pakistan is a legitimate re- 
flection of the Two-Nation Theo- 
ry, and the Muslim desire for a 
separate homeland. ' ^ ■ ■ 

Ideologically, Pakistanis are as 
well knit and well intcrgrated a 
nation as any in the world. The 
ideological one-ness is the inte- 
'gral base of her territorial na- 
tionalism; It is this spiritual bias . 
^of nationhood which has enabled . 
the people to face the challenge 
of : making a grade with a-coun< 
try, torn Into two by one thou- 
sand miles and presenting one of 
the most complfcated patterns of 



linguistic and economic dispari- 
ties. The resolution of existing 
economic and political disparities 
between the different parts of 
the country is sought by political 
groups of all shades within the 
ideological framework of Pakis- 
tan. Nevertheless, the task of na- 
tional integration is a challenge 
whose stress and strain may still 
befell. 

Foreign Policy 

Pakistan's foreign policy, like 
that of other countries, is influ- 
enced by numerous factors; re- 
lating to her ideology, back- 
ground as a colonial and the 
geographic bifurcation. The last 
factor requires continuous vigil 
and explains her alignment with 
the West and the search for 
friendship with her neighbotirs, 
including India. Sino-Pakistan 
boundary settlement, aerial and 
commercial links are a simple 
and logical extension of her good- 
neighbour policy. . 

Masses, in Pakistan, are cons- 
cious of : vital foreign policy is- 
sues and the ^^oreign policy lar- 
gely mirrors "popular sentiments. 
Community of feelings and idetf''. 
tical outlook on national ; pro- 
blems bind a geographically -se- 
parated nation. Recent- demons- 
trations in East Pakistan» in 
sympathy with . the " Kashmiris' 



struggle against India, affirm this 
contention. > U v 

Pakistan consistiently,. both by 
words and deed8,'Tadvanced/ the 
cause of freedom and self-deter- 
mination for all people. As a 
peace-loving country, she , parti- ' 
cipated in the United Nations 
peace-keeping missions in Korea, 
Congo, West^'Irian^ahd .'Malaysia. 
She furnished ^ tëchnical' and.fi- 
nancial assistance to other de- 
veloping nations. She sponsored ' 
the Manila Charter and the Afro- 
Asian Bandung Conference. By 
her membership' in the Western- 
sponsored defence- alliances, 
SEATO and CENTO.'^shelcontri- 
buted to the regiohàltcôUëciive 
security. . A great, majority of 
states, including the United Sta- 
tes, Britain,- France, and main- 
land China, support Pakistan's 
demand for a plebiscite in Kash- 
mir. The world community; in 
appreciation of her role in world 
affairs, elected a PakisUnl as the, 
UN General Assembly President 

Economic Prospects 

: i.With Independence, : Pakistan 
^inherited a resource-poor and po- 
:Pulation-rich agrarian economy. 
Pakistan practically started from 
a position of nothingness in the ^ 
field of industry. Bapid economic 
gro w thi ^j^b a tedg on^ industriali- 



zation thus , became a necessity 
for sheer survival. The long-term 
dëvelopment strategy also requh:-. 
ed the government to devote a 
major part of its. expenditure to 
basic infrastructure. 

In Pakistan, though by compa- 
rison the lot of common man 
seems to have improved, yet it 
. certainly lags behind the coun- 
try's economic development. The 
persistence of short-term dispa- 
rities, however, is the necessary 
price to be paid if the objective 
is to achieve in a matter/of dé- 
cades the kind of economic ad- 
vance which might formerly have 
taken centuries to accomplish. 
The need is for the 'development' 
rather than the 'welfare' approach 
to the problem. The Pakistan 
Government has taken appro- 
priate measures to- ensure some 
level of subsistence for the lower 
orders of society within the pers- 
pective, of long-term planning. 



This planning will have its full 
impact on the mass living stan- 
dards in a matter of a decade
